A number of President 
Reagan's proposed budget 
cuts wjll.^fopl,ranchers;a.ml; 
farmei^i either directly or 
indirect^. Most of the 
changes are still just 
proposals, however given 
Ihd presidential and public 
mandate to cut the budget, 
most of the changes will 
probably occur in the USDA 
budget. 

The overall USDA budget 
presented during the Erst 
round of major reductions' 
would cut $6.2 billion from 
tho budget— an 11.7%

Producers battle stormy sea as costs, economy take toll 


Like IhrcG men in a 
sinking luh on u Hlnrmy sea, 
cattle feeders, cuw-calf 
priiducers and hoginen are 
all being buffeted by high 
feed co.sls, large meat 
supplies and unprofitable 
price levels. 

. “And right now, it 
doesn't look like their 
economic situation is going 
to improve very soon,” 
commented Mike Sands, 
agricultural economist for 
the Kansas Cooperative 
Extention Service. "There 
were brief periods during 
1980 when cattle and hog 
feeders operated in the 
black, but these were of 
disappointing duration.” 
Even though beef sup- 
plies have been compara- 
Uvely low in recent years, 
coUle feeders have been 
losing money for most of the 
past 18 months, and hog 
prices were at profitable 
levels for only three months 
of the past year. Here are 
the factors that are botlering 
the livestock industry: 

■ The number of steers 
and heifers on feed In the 
heaviest weight groups are

ul the highest levels since 
197d, even though total 
cattle on feed in the major 
feeding slole.s were down 
five percent on Jan. 1. At 
the some lime, the market 
hog inventory in Decomber 
was reported at only four 
percent low'or than a year 
earlier, when the industry 
expected numbers to be 
down 10%. In short, 
producers have too many 
animals on hand. 

• Even though choice 
steers averaged $67 cwt. in 
1980— near record levels— 
feeders lost about $60 per 
head on each animal they 
finished. At the same lime, 
hog prices slipped from 
above $60 cwt. in August to 
the low 840’s in January. 
For the past year, farrow-to- 
finish operators lost an 
average of $3.50 per 
hundredweight of market 
hogs they produced, the 
economist said. 

• Skyrocketing feed costa 
and interest rates have 
absorbed profit margins for 
most cattle and hog 
producers. 

• General economic con-< 
ditiona, including continued 
double-digit inflation rates, 
rising unemployment, high 
interest rates and rising 
energy costs have weakened 
demand for meat and will 
continue to do so in the year 
ahead. 

• Rising supplies of beef 
and poultry will provide 
added competition for al- 


reudy-larKO pnrk supplio.s. 

Turning to ncar-lcrm 
price pro.specl.s, Sund.s 
lielieves choice steers will 
probably average in the $65 
to $66 cwt. range, snuthwesl 
Kansas basis, during the 
first (lunitor of 1981. about 
the same as a year ago. 
Seasonally declining meat 
supplies during the second 
and third quarters should 
push prices modestly higher 
to average in the low $70's, 
he adds. 

At the same time, prices 
for 600-IO-700 lb. choice 
feeder steers at major 
morkets this winter will 
probably average in the 
$70-to-$74-cwt. range. As 
fed steers trend higher in 
the spring and summer, 
yearling steer prices could 
move into the upper $70's, 
the economist said. 

To break even on the 
cattle they feed, operators 
need to sell steers at $73 to 
$76 cwt. during tho first 
quarter of this year and at 
$72 to $74 in the April-June 
quarter. These breakeven 
prices ore based on Decem- 
ber- January production 
costs. 

"Further increases in 
feed prices, interest rates 
and other cost items will 
push breakeven price levels 
even/ lugher. Combining 
expected fed cattle prices 
with projected breakevens 
suggests feeding margins 
will remain unprofitable for 
most cattle feeders,” he

Sands predicls hog price.s 
will prciliably average in the 
middle $40's cwt. during 
the first ([uaiter of 1981, 
which will )>e about 26% 
lielter than n year earlier. 

"Secuiut quarter prices are 
likely to decline seasonally, 
averaging in the low to 
mid-SlO's. Considering far- 
row'ing intentions, summer 
quarter hog prices may 
average in the low 360’s 
with only a slight decline in 
the fall quarter." 

Currently, hog producers 


need to receive $62-63 cwt. 
to Itruak even on inorket 
hogs, based on $3.G0-a-bu. 
corn, 38-12% protein sup- 
plement at $320 a ton and 
nonfeed co.sts, including 
labor, near$20cwl. 

"Variable costs of about 
$42 cwt. should be more 
than covered during the 
year,” Sands said. "So, the 
current outlook suggests a 
'heller year' than 1980 for 
most producers, but not as 
good as previously expected 

Sands observed that it is 
highly unlikely that cow-calf 


producers enn maintain it 
Ihreo-to-fivo percent annual 
increase in ihuoiiw herd and 
still pul the cow-ctilf and 
hackgntunding segments of 
tho cadle industry back In 
the black. 

At the same time, ho said, 
the key to putting the hog 
industry back on a solid 
financial footing is larger 
reductions in pork supplies, 
a lower inflation rate and a 
stronger economy that 
would generate increases in 
consumer purchasing pow-

Large supplies, high interest 
dim longterm price forecast

Ample meat supplies and 
the effects of high interest 
rato.s have dimmed the long 
term outlook for beef prices, 
according to Paul Hnsbar> 
gen. University of Min- 
nesota Extension Econo- 
mist. 

“Isoe Lough limes for the 
economy ahead,” Hasbarg- 
en told CNS, Both fuel and 
groin prices could bo 
moving higher. Heal jn- 
cnines may he moving down 
until corrective measures 
now being initiated change 
the direction of the econ- 
omy,” Hasbnrgoii .said. 
“This is not a bright picture 
for beef, who.se fortunes 
torn] to rise and fall with 
consumer incomes.” 

“Right now, cattle that 
were expected to bring $70 
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! LIYESTDCK ' ' 
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per cwl. are bringing $60.” 
he said. Some cattle feedlot 
operators are losing $100 
per head, Hashargensflid. 

Relief from negative price 
factors — such as high 
slaughter rates, high infla- 
tion and unemployment 
rates, and wide marketing 
margins— may not come 
until the April-Jiine period, 
ho said. 

However, Hasbargen 
said, spring callle prices 
could remain low if current 
drought areas continue dry 
and rc^suit in short pastures 
and high grain prices,

DES hearings winding down 


Only a few hearings by 
the Food and Drug Admini- 
stration (FDA) on feodlots 
or firms that allegedly used 
diethylslilbeslrol after it 
was banned remain to be 
held, according to FDA 
officials. 

The hearings are being 
held to allow firms accused 
of using the drug after an 
Oct 31, 1979, ban an 
opportunity to state why the 
FDA should not seek 
prosecutiofi of them . 

Meanwhile, the statue of 
a DES meat trial concerning 
the fate of 273 beef 
carcasses from cattle im- 
planted with DES after the 
ban was implemenled.is still 
In iimbo, according to a 
spokeswoman for one of the 
attorneys defending the 
feedlot. A decision by 
Distilct Judge Patrick Kelly 
is still expected in mid- 

March,. ^iesaid> .... 


In a similar case in 
Amarillo, Tex., no action 
has been token, according 
to a court clerk. 

Several FDA-feedlot 
hearings in the Kansas City 
region have been delayed 
until a possible conflict of 
interest by the lawyer of 
some of the feedlots is 
resolved, according to Ger- 
ald Vince, FDA spokesman 
in Kansas City. An addi- 
tional hearing is scheduled 
for mid-Morch, ho said. 
About 20 hearings will be 
held in the Kansas City 
region altogether. 

Out of 14 hearings to be 
held in the Dallas region, all 
but two have been held , said 
Robert Hatfield, FDA com- 
pliance officer for the 
region. The remaining two 
are scheduled in March, he 
said.

recommendations lo the 
bureau of veterinary medl-< 
cine in Washington D.C. as 
to whether each case should 
be dropped or continued. If 
the Bureau decides to 
continue o case it will be 
referred lo a U.S. attorney 
in the defendant's area for 
prosecution in U.S. District 
Court. 

Names of Firms, whether 
dropped or continued, will 
not be available until they 
reach the courts, said 
Louise Fenner, a spokes- 
woman at FDA In Washing- 
ton D.C.

Another pro- 
vision would somewhat 
reduce the amount of 
information USDA requires 
livestock dealers and market 
agencies tn submit in their 
annual reports to the 
Packers and Stockyards 
Administration. 

The proposal would in- 
crease to $10,000 from 6000 
the minimum bond required 
from livestock dealers 
whose annual livestock 
business exceeds $260,000. 
The National Cattlemen's 
Assn, and the American 
Farm Bureau Federation 
generally supported this 
increaso in bonding require- 
ments.

Tho l.ive.stock Murlieting 
As.sn. told USDA the 
proposed increase in the 
bond would he very 
expensive for mniket ngeii- 
cios llinl buy and sell 
livestock on commission. 
The LMA criticized the 
dollar value of livestock 
involved in a transaction, 
rather than on the degree of 
risk involved in those 
transactions. The proposal 
would do little to improve 
the efficiency and speed 
with which bonds are 
disbursed to any damaged 
parties in a livestock 
transaction, it said. 

The American Meat 
Institute and several Indivi- 
dual meat packers and 
processors objected to a 
provision in the proposal 
that would expand the 
packers and stockyards 
policy on packer sales 
promotions by prohibiting 
point system promotions.

Sources said information 
and comments on the 
Delaney Clause obtained 
from goveiTiment regulatory 
agencies, bimedicnl re- 
searchers, consumer 
groups, food and chemical 
manufacturers and ogricul- 
lural scientists will be 
included in the GAO report.

Farm bill heads to 
congressional st<^ 


The 1981 farm bill should 
be ready to come before 
Congress this week, U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary John 
Block said, according to 
CNS. 

In a speech delivered at 
anllliDots Republican fund- 
raising event, Block said the 
bill is "designed to weigh 
heavily on the marketplace, 
along with the atmosphere 
of proRtabillty In egricuUnre 
nwrethan over before.”;: . 

He said agriculture will 
takeits "lumps” alongwlth 
the rest of the economy, 
referring to the USDA'a 
budget cutting prospects. 


Block said the elimination 
of the mandatory April 1 
increase in dairy price 
supports is expected to be 
accepted by the House and 
the Senate. The elimination 
has been accepted by the 
Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee. 


He also said he supports 
the elimlnalion of target 
prices, especially because 
the terget-prlce concept Is 
the only agricultural pro- 
gram where tho outlay 
comes from the U.S. 
Treasury.

Savings level off 
as farms expand 

The production savings 
that can be gained by 
expanding forms level off 
after farms reach a certain 
size, a professor of agricul- 
tural economics at the 
University of Illinois said at 
0 U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce Conference on Agri- 
culture, according to CNS. 

Steven Sonka's findings 
from a study of farms up to 
2000 acres in size in central 
Illinois back up the recent 
USDA report contention 
that economic gains of 
expansion stop at a certain 
point. 

Sonka's study did not find 
that production costa actual- 
ly got higher as a farm 
expanded in acreage, al- 
though the cost savings got 
smaller. 

Sonka said the coat of 
growing a bushel of com on 
a central Illinois farm of 200 
acres was S3. 11. $2.90 on a 
660-acre farm, $2.80 on an 
800-acre farm and $2.75 on 
a 1600-acre operation. 

He also said he supported 
contingency plans to ease 
the economic impact on 
farmers of any future 
commodity embargoes 
Sonka envisioned a joint 
plan between government 
and the insurance Industry 
to protect agtilnsl sleep 
price drops caused by an 
embargo. 

"Though others are more 
dependent on us when we 
expand exports, farmers are 
also made more dependent 
on those exports," Sonka 
said, and alternative plans 
must be reody if exports are 
abruptly, shut off by an 
embargo.

While 
quotes from the cash cattle and dressed hcef trades were 
mostly steady, traders said they feel boxed heef supplies 
remain ample nnd retail demand is poor. 

Prices opened somewhat wetiker and moved lo the 
sea.*^ion lows whon pork futures opemed sharply lower lo 
limit down. Tho USDA estimated cattle slaughter at 
120,000 head, down 1 .6% from a week earlier and up .8% 
from n year earlier. The woek total, at 367,000 head, is down 
i.1% from 0 week earlier and up 8.8% from a year cnrlior. 

Slaughter cattle marketings at the .six major terminals 
lliursday are estimated al3,560 head, compared with 2, 136 
head u week earlier and 2,169 head tt year oarlier.
